He knew a blind 
man who was a manufacturing 
chemist, was at the head of a 
large chemical industry, which he 
not only carried on successfully 
but into which he had introduced 
many new methods and appli 
aiices. 


When they saw what the blind 


could do they were prone to 
drop the popular opinion that in 
the blind there is a compensation 
by the other senses becoming 
more developed. That was an 
erroneous opinion. Prof. 
Kunz 


who was the director of the great 
insitution for the blind at Illzach- 
Mulhausen, investigated this quas- 
tion with the aid of physiological 
methods by which the delicacy of 
tbe senses of the blind could be 
accurately tested". 


He had extmined in this way a 


large number of cases, and be 
found that most of the blind bad 
senses just like those of other peo 
pie, and that in not a few, as in 
those blind from infancy, the sen-

organs, but by insisting that th 
registering clerk in the head of 
fice in the brain paid the mos 
careful attention to all the littl 
messages that came from the sensi 
organs.
